Claim 12, line 8, after the words "first layer" and prior to the punctuation mark "," add — 
of the same type, physical or chemical, as the deposition used in forming the first layer — 
Claim 12, line 10, after the word "rate", delete the words "of deposition" 
Claim 12, line 10, after the word "layer", and prior to the punctuation mark "." add 

— , and the second layer has a higher resistivity at a light-incident side thereof than a resistivity 
of the first layer at a side opposite the light-incident side — 

Claim 13, line 9, after the words "intermediate layer", add the punctuation mark — , — 
Claim 13, line 10, after the words "first layer", and prior to the punctuation mark "." add 

— , and the second layer has a higher resistivity at a light-incident side thereof than a resistivity 
of the first layer at a side opposite the light-incident side — 
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Allowable Subject Matter 

Claim 1-8, 12 and 13 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Transparent zinc 
oxide layers graded in resistivity are known. In addition, transparent oxide layers formed from 
two or more layers of different compositions are known. Transparent conductive layers forming 
part of intermediate layers are known. Transparent conductive layers graded in resistivity used as 
an intermediate layer, by either composition as specified in the allowable claims, are not known. 
Furthermore, there is no motivation in the prior art to combine known transparent conductive 
layers which are graded in resistivity into an intermediate layer in a specified order, i.e. 
resistivity of the transparent conductive oxide continuously decreases through the thickness of 
the transparent conductive oxide from the p-layer side towards the n-layer side. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany the issue 
fee. Such submissions should be clearly labeled "Comments on Statement of Reasons for 
Allowance."
